To 
get 
the* 
most 
profit 
out of 
poultry-raising run the business as a 
side lint* rather than as a specialized 
industry. 
This conclusion has be*e*n 
reached by IL C. Krvandc I. in charge 
of poultry extension 
at the Pennsyl­ 
vania Stale College, attern obtaining 
records from chicken farms in twenty- 
four counties in this state. 
Mr. Knandel’s survey of both poul­ 
try 
farm s 
and 
general 
farm s e s ­ 
tablishes the* fue l that from 200 to 300 
is the most profitable number to bt 
raised in Pennsylvania. He found, a l­ 
so,that unless adequate help is a v a il­ 
able, the number of poultry should be 
reduced to insure maximum profits. 
He considers the following 
figures 
a good average, coming as they do 
from general and specialized poultry* 
farm s: 
Flocks of IOO laying hens, or less, 
gave an average 
annual 
profit 
for 
each bird of $1.17; KHI to 2tW) hens 
g a v e $1.54 profit for each fowl; 200 
to 
500 hens 
produced 
the 
highest 
revenue of $1.70; 500 to HOO hens 
netted $l.f>7 each year, and HOO 
to 
40(H) dropped to 88 cents per head. 
The farm s reporting on the

group, 200 to 500 hens, w ere ge*neral 
farm s, ami they made the* most profit.

Nation, Notably In the Hayes-Tildon 
Presidential Contest, a Single Ballot 
Turned the Scales. 


T h ere have been m any close elections 
In the cities, count Ion mid states of this 
g re a t nation, as well as in the nation 
at. large itself. In the latter class the 
T ilden-Ilayes contest w as the 
most 
sensational. 
In that m em orable elec­ 
tion the result turned upon the single 
vote of the fifteenth m em ber of Hic 
electoral commission, who w as chosen 
by four judges of the suprem o court. 
O ur history abounds with instances

selected 
from the com pilation m ade by Speaker 
Clark for one of his C h a u tau q u a lee- { 
lures. 
G eneral Jai kson w as elected m ajo r 
general of T ennessee militia by one 
m ajority. 
W ithout th a t one vote lie 
could not have fought th e b attle of 
New Orleans, and politics w ould have 
been different for a q u a rte r of a cen­ 
tury. 
M artin Van Buren won the presi­ 
dency through his defeat by one vote 
on the confirm ation of his nom ination 
as m inister to England. 
John C. Calhoun, as vice president, 
east tho deciding vote which gave* to 
Yan Buren w h at Calhoun never got 
for himself, although his claim s wore 
not inferior. 
E d w ard E verett lost tho governor­ 
ship of M assachusetts by one vote, and 
th a t took him out of tile list of av a il­ 
able* f ir the presidency. 
Thom as ll. Benton w as elected to 
the senate by a single vote. 
The loss 
of th a t one vote not only would Ijnve 
cost him his career of th irty years, 
but would have m eant the loss to the 
somite of one of its strongest and most 
fam ous m em bers iii a most trying era. 
One of the great character*) of A m eri­ 
can history m ight never have emerged 
from obscurity. 
H enry Clay cast Hie deciding vote in

T he W alker tariff passed the senate 
by a single vote.
